Thb friends of the Little Giant insist that he has not 
been killed off in the Kansas imbroglio, and that there is 
hope yet for him. They insist that his position is not one 
of decided atid intractable opposition to the Administra¬ 
tion. They argue that the question is not of that mag¬ 
nitude as to involve such grave consequences ; and they 
assure you that Mr. Buchanan is not so sensitive on the 
Kansas matter as to regard as inimical to his Adminis¬ 
tration those well-tried Democrats who differ from him 
as to how far tbe action of the Lecompton Convention 
should be sustained, not from aDy defection or any senti¬ 
ment of hostility, but in adhering to what they esteem 
principle, in conforming to their antecedency, and ’ ' ' 
lowing out the honest convictions of their minds. 

These are very plausible and fine excuses. But, on the 
other hand, it is contended that all this parade of princi¬ 
ple, and antecedency is merely intended to cover Senator 
Douglas’s shameful tergiversation from the party, and 
his evasion of tbe duty he has so long professed as owing 
to the constitutional rights of the South. He has vio¬ 
lated the sensitive confidence of the South, and has lost 
it forever. He has exhibited a spirit tbe most reckless 
and malignant in distracting tbe Democratic party. He 
has not repelled the advances of the Free-Soilers, but has 
taken them into his friendship and confidence, and is 
found using tbe abolition journals of New York as his 
organs, and making special communications of his views 
through them, in advance of their legitimate publication. 
These circumstances import more than an honest differ¬ 
ence of opinion with the Administration on an incidental 
issue ; they betray tbe real position of the distinguished 
senator as a falsifier of his pledge to the South, an enemy 
to Democratic harmony, an ally of the Free-Soilere, a 
fneDd “well-met ” of Sewards, and the newest abolition 
pet of The Tribune. 

Ar>d the honourable Senator from Illinois, you may be 
assured, is dead politically and forever.

Dearly Beloved Brethren in Jesus Christ our 
Lord : The Synod of tbe Free Evangelical Church of 
tbe Canton of Vaud in Switzerland, considering tbe insti¬ 
tution of slavery to be contrary to the principles of Chris¬ 
tianity, and degrading to those who maintain it as well as 
to its victims, feels bound to express its deep sympathy 
for tbe cause you uphold, namely, tbe emancipation of the 
slaves throughout tbe length and breadth of your great 
republic. 

Surely, if it be sad that slavery should still exist 
eighteen centuries after tbe Son of God came into the 
world and angels hailed His advent, singing, “ Glory to 
God in tbe highest, and on earth peace, good-will toward 
men,” it is most peculiarly painful for us to bear that 
Christians, yea even Churches, lend their concurrence to 
such a state of things, or, at least, bear it without strenu¬ 
ously laboring for its removal. We pray the Lord to 
open tbe eyes of all meD, bat especially of our brethren 
in Christ, to the crying injostice of slavery; and we be¬ 
seech Him to cause to reign in every heart that charity 
'of which He is the very fountain aod pattern, and in tbe 
estimation of which there is " neither Greek nor Jew, cir¬ 
cumcision nor nncircumcision, barbarian, Scythian, bond 
free, bnt Christ is all and in all.” Ob, when shall the 
time come when all the tribes of the earth shall be recon¬ 
ciled together, and all beings created after tbe image of I 
God shall love one another as brethren, and that great 
promise be fulfilled : “ They shall not hurt nor destroy 
in all my holy mountain, for the earth shall be full of the 
knowledge of the Lord as the waters cover the sea.”

Be of good courage, brethren, be of 
good courage ; you labour in a cause agreeable to God. 

Though far away from the scene of conflict, we yet 
know something of the difficulties which beset you, from 
the very gravity of tbe evil; we know the faith, energy, 
prudence and perseverance you Deed to conquer in this 
good fight. 

Once more, be of good courage, and may Christ Jesus 
our Lord, who has given to the world that new law—“ As 
ye would that men should do unto you, do ye also unto 
them,"—may Christ Jesus strengthen you for this work 
of justice aod of charity. 

Pray, speak, write, act, use every means in conformity 
with the Gospel; and if the Chrifltians.of your own couo- 
try and of tbe whole world redouble their prayers and 
their endeavours, the victory must be yours.

mentation, “ Ah ! we could have got 60 or 70 dollars for 1 
these lads in the time of the slave trade,” together with 
the frank confession by those who, of all others, ought to 
know best that the prime agents in the repression of the 
traffic w«e tbe English cruisers, I was forced to a 
eot con cl 4s ion from that to which tbe really very 
ble statements of various parties had led me. 

Then, again, I saw crowds of carriers (carregadarrts) 
on the road from the interior to the coast. These car¬ 
riers are compelled by the Government of Loanda to con¬ 
vey merchandise at loe rate of 2d. a day. On examining 
this system of compulsory labour I found it to be a direct 
evidence of tbe efficiency of our cruisers in repressing tbe 
slave trade. Thus, previous to 1845, when tbe squadron 
was increased to the strength it had before the breakine 
out of the Russian war, all tbe merchandise of Angola 
was broqght down to tbe coast by staves. The merchants 
went inland with a few slaves bearing goods, and pur¬ 
chased ivory and bees-wax, with slaves sufficient to carry 
them. All were intended for exportation, aod there was 
no more difficulty in shipping the human cargo ihan tbe 
loads they carried. Bnt on tbe augmentation of tbe force 
“ ‘ coast, the Government resorted to this speci 
. sment to supply tbe place of the slaves which 
previously all exported. The spectacle of a large gang 
of slaves marched down to the coast, so common pre¬ 
viously to 1845, is now never seen; aod if we glance at 
the Custom Hon3e returns, we find that the receipt* for 
head money gradually diminished from that year till 1850, 
when none was received. This sacrifice of a large revenue 
by the Portuguese Government shows that we are not the 
only people who have made efforts to put down the odious 
traffic ; and if half tbe honesty of purpose which you 
civilly ascribe to the Governor of Cnba bad characterized 
the officials sent to Angola, the trade would have entirely 
ceased. A few incorrigible slave-dealers, winked at by 
Governors of Loanda, who in words would outmatch Ge¬ 
neral Concha in strenuous endeavours to annihilate the 
traffic, have continued to export a few loads annually from 
certain ports north of Loanda. Bnt this has been a dif¬ 
ficult game to play, inasmuch as their own countrymen 
willingly give information to the cruisers for a small con¬ 
sideration, and, being obliged to coooeal their shipments 
from both parties, they stand, as it were, between two fires. 
So far from brisk is the export trade that I odcc travelled 
company with three native slaveholders who led eight 
mien in n chain away from the coast towards the middle 
of the country, to sell them for ivory. Otie of their owners 
MH “that the English cruisers alone prevented their 
og sold across the sea.” And os for the alleged in- 
tse of cruelty in the middle passage, any one who 
reads how slaves were treated when the slave trade was 
legal will see that it was often even then as bad as it 
coaid be. It is of sucb a heathenish, or rather fiendish, 
nature that men engaged in it are somehow led to treat 
their fellow-men immeasurably worse than they wonld 
"•limals of equal or inferior valne. 

Notwithstanding the very decided influence of tbe 
nisere on the parts I visited, there seems to have been 
an increase in the traffic since the strength of the cruisers 
was reduced by tbe Russian war ; and this increase has 
taken place in tbe rivers north of Angola. The prostitu¬ 
tion of the American flog is a serious drawback to our 
efforts at suppression. Yet it must be borne in mind that 
we hear more about it now-a-days; and tbe increase of 
nr knowledge of an abuse does not imply an actual aug- 
-tepta.4 the evil. While our attention is directed to

[ mnst not Bhnt our eyes to the fact or another market being 
closed altogether to tbe trade, nor forget that the present 
posture of Brazil is owing to the moral influence of Great 
Britain. Cuba wonld, were the trade open, take and kill 
off 50,000 slaves annually. About two-tbirds are kept 
away from her shores by the present blockade. That, 
with another large market closed to the traffic, is surely 
not an igDoble failure. 

I have thus ventured to state my conviction in favour 
of our present system, formed, as it was, from per¬ 
sonal observation, and in the teeth of a strong bias 
to the eontrary, that you may, according to your cus¬ 
tom, and if you should deem it advisable, give this to 
your readers by way of helping them to both Bides of the j 
question. It is not to be supposed for a moment that 
present system of coercion will result in a radical curt 
the evil. The cultivation by tbe Africans on their own 
soil of the raw materials of our manufactures and tbe in¬ 
fluence of Christian civilization alone will effect a per¬ 
manent suppression of the slave trade. But all hope of 
this mnst be given up if the coast tribes are to be bound¬ 
ed by Europeans to hunt down tbe defenceless inland in¬ 
habitants on the absnrd pretence of promoting “ free 
emigration.” It is no more true that Africans take de¬ 
light in hooting, baying and selling each other than that 
the English glory in hanging themselves in November. 

I know that this is tbe case throughout the interior, and I 
sorry at the cause of a different state of things on 
bordera of civilization. But we are ignorant of the 
sources whence statements snch as that referred to arise. 
From meeting it at various quarters, and more especially 
in the months of slaveholders, or would-be slave employers’ 

I am inclined to think that both it and that about the in¬ 
efficiency of Her Majesty's cruisers have had their origin 
in those who are, directly or indirectly, abettors of slavery, 
and that they are promulgated by many who, like myself, 
had not tbe means of testing the truth. I am &c.,

A SLAVEHOLDER’S LEGACY. 

A^ curious claim for payment of legacy came before 
the Scotch law courts last week. Stephen Henderson, a 
planter in Louisiana, died in 1838, possessed of property 
valued at £300,000. He was born in the parish of Dun¬ 
blane, Perthshire, aDd his fortune would appear to have 
been altogether self-acquired. He left a wifi, which set 
out by protesting against any exception being taken to its 
form, writing, or spelling. He provides for the conver¬ 
sion of his Destrehan plantation into a city, to be called 
Dnnblaoe, and gives tbe following picture of hiB family :. 
“ My whole family may be considered as a famiiy’of 
drunkards, and this misfortime must have come upon the 1 
side of my father; although that be was an antiquarian, 
learned aud intelligent, yet to get drank once a month was 
to him a jubilee. ‘ My mother was a Drummond, a de¬ 
scendant of tbe M’Gregors, good-natured, bat without 
much capacity. They were honourable and high-minded 
as respects their intercourse with others, bm profligate 
and indolent as respects the management of ihetr private 
concerns; being poor, they were always in bankruptcy.” 
He then proceeds to direct that bis slaves shall be treated 
with humanity, and that tbe adults shall receive three 
pounds of good beef or pork per week. He says : “ I have 
always treated my blacks with much indulgti.ee and even 
personal kindness. I have always been opposed to slavery; 
bnt as it is a property recognised by the Constitution of 
the United Stales, to" take that away you would at once 
destroy the greatest and best regulated government now 
in tbe Old or New World. Therefore, all attempts made 
by the fanatics or misguided people that is going about 
and preaching, like evil spirits, against slavery, turns the 
heads of tbe unfortunate negroes and prepares them for 
the commission of every kiDd of crime, which compels their 
masters to limit tbe very liberty which they formerly 
awarded to them.” He gives directions for the emanci¬ 
pation of bis slaves by lot at intervals of five years, and 
tbe furnishing of them with a free passage to “ our settle¬ 
ment in Africa but; ” it must be clearly understood that 
tbe benefit now granted to my slaves is not to extend to a 
murderer or a thief, or a confirmed runaway, or for any 
other high crime that can be legally proved.” AmoDg a 
number of legacies, he leaves tbe two which form the sub¬ 
ject of tbe present action in the following terms: “ 82,000 
per annnm to be paid to tbe poor of the town of Dunblane, 
in Perthshire, North Britain (this sum to be divided by 
tbe resident minister of tbe Presbyterian Church), and to 
the two highest civil officers in the town, to be paid upon 
dne proof of tbeir acceptance of their trust, say 82,000; 
82,000 for tbe erection of a school-boose in tbe town 
of Dunblane for ten years only, and for tbe purpose of 
educating of tbe poor, this being tbe place of my birth. 

I feel no obligation, however, for these acts of charity; it 
is only done to help the poor who, like myself, may be 
thrown upon the world without a penDy or a friend. My 
greatest object is to do tbe greatest quantity of good, and 
to tbe greatest Dumber of persons, and to tbe poorest peo- 
' ’ 1 ill leave tbe world without regret, believing that 

„ to a better aod happier ooe.” Tbe pursuers ln 
the action are the Rev. James Boe, minister of the parish, 
and the Sheriff Substitute and Sheriff Clerk Depute of the 
western district of Perthshire, Dunblane having no burgbul 
constitution. Tbe defenders are tbe heirs-at-law, tbe 
brothers and sister of tbe testator, domiciled, we believe, 
in Scotland. Since 1638 proceedings have been going od 
in respect to Henderson’s will in tbe courts of Louisiana, 
and in 1850 the legacies were there declared of none 
effect, on the grounds that there arc three “ Presbyterian ” 
ministers in tbe town of Dunblane (that is tbe parish 
ministers and two ministers of Dissenting Presbyterians) 
and no “ highest civil law officers ” in the town of Dun¬ 
blane. It bod alto been represented to that Court that 
the effect of the legacy, if paid, would be not to benefit 
Dunblane, but to relieve the heritors of tbe couDty, seeing 
that tbe town was unincorporated. Tbe pntsucra aver 
that the invalidity of tbe bequest was declared iu their 
. boafcbfc:»ta1 On c*par.YevHcoce. Tbsdtfeudaai 
cluim by three preliminary pleas—And, that toe 
have no title, that the question is res judicata by the 
American Courts, and that this is not a competent Court. 
The Lord Ordinary (Bcnholme) repelled these preliminary 
pleas, and the defenders reclaimed to tbe First Division, 
which has now found that the case is not res judicata, and 
that the Court of Session is forum comptlens. The Court, 
however, reserves the quesliou of title as entering into the 
merits, aod, therefore, bos not yet decided whether tbe 
pursuers are the parties described iu the will as those 
entitled to recover the legacies io question.

MR. W. CRAFT THE FUGITIVE SLAVE. 

Yrom The Newcastle (Eng.) Daily Express, Not. 28. 

On Thursday Bight, Mr. W. Craft held a public meet¬ 
ing in tbe Lecture Room, Newcastle. The chair was 
occupied by Anthony Nicbol, Esq., Mayor, who briefly 
introduced Mr. Craft to tbe audience. He commenced 
bis lecture by showing that so tenacious were the slave¬ 
holders of this peculiar institution that they spared no 
efforts to extend the horrid system into every piece of 
newly-acquired territory. Hence it behoved the friends 
of abolition, both here "and in America, to keep a watch¬ 
ful eye upon the movements of those dealers in humanity, 
and to use every exertion to check these men in their 
efforts to spread and extend tbe horrid system. He then, 
in an affecting and thrilling maimer, related his escape 
from slavery, together with his wife—she being disguised 
as a gentleman, and assuming the character of a slave¬ 
holder, be acting as her slave—in this way travelling from 
Macon to Philadelphia, a distance of 1,000 miles. Many 
were the obstacles, trials aod hair-breadth escapes they 
had from detection; and after several days’ travelling, 
almost without eating or sleeping, so great was tbeir ex¬ 
citement, they safely reached tbeir destination. They 
afterwards went to Boston, aod finally, to escape beiDg 
sent back to slavery by the emissaries of the American 
Government, in their attempt to enforce the Fugitive 
Slave law, to England—tbe land of the free. Many 
parta of Mr. Craft's address were eloquent and deeply 
interesting, aod elicited loud bursts of applause. After 
tbe lecturer sat down, Mr. John Mawson, in moving tbe 
following resolution, observed that he was exceebiBgly 
sorry there bad Dot been a full house to listen to the in¬ 
teresting and thrillmg narration of Mr. Craft; however, 
considering tbe commercial distress into which th» town 
had been suddenly plunged, he thought we ought to 
rejoice to see even so many of our fellow-townspeople 
willing and ready to extend their sympathies to the three 
millions of our fellow-creatures suffering all tbe horrors of 
slavery in tbe Southern States of America.

THE IMMIGRATION SLAVE TRADE. 

O.v Tuesday, November 24, a deputation waited upon 
the Earl of Clarendon, at the Foreign Office, for the pur¬ 
pose of presenting a memorial from the Committee ol tbe 
British and Foreign Anti-Slavery Society against tbe 
immigration slave trade, now being carried on by the 
French, from tbe west coast of Africa. It was composed 
of the following gentlemen : The Hon. A. Kinnaird, M.P., 
Scotland; Messrs. R. Haubury, M.P., Charles Buxton, 
M.P., Charles Gilpin, M.P., Captain Wilmot, R.N., 
Captain Coote, R.N.; the Revs. J. Sherman (Black- 
heath), J. H. Hinton, William Owea, H. Richard, P. 
Latrobe (London), Dr. Carlile (Woolwich), Messrs. T. 
F. Buxton, T. H. Gladstone, W. Jauson, T. Binns, Joaiah 
Forster, J. Cooper, R. N. Fowler. W. Miles, G.Laisbley, 
R. Alsop, G. L. Neighbour (London), Joseph Stnrge.R. 
C. Barrow (Birmingham), W. T. Blair (Bath), J. Cad¬ 
bury (Banbury), R. Cbarleton (Bristol), John Pace 
(BnrySt.

Tbe memorial called the Earl of Clarendon’s attention 
to tbe address presented by a deputation from the society 
to Viscount Palmerston in July la3t, on the occasion of 
the attempt made by tbe West India body to obtain tbe 
sanction of tbe governments to a general scheme of immi¬ 
gration from tbe coast of Africa, and dwelt upon the evils 
which—as had been predicted—had resulted from the 
adoption of the scheme by the French government, through 
the agency of the Messrs. Regis and Co., of Marseilles. 
It stated, on the authority of Mr. CodeuI Campbell, at 
Lagos, that tbe Portuguese and the Spaniards hod greatly 
stimulated the trade in slaves, for they had outbidden the 
French in their demands for so-called immigrants, and 
shipped large numbers of negroes ; aDd, as one conse¬ 
quence of this demand for men instead of commodities, 
the native chiefs were abandoning legitimate commerce 
to torn tbeir attention again to s slave-deaiing. Quota¬ 
tions were added from the letters of tbe Rev. fl. Town¬ 
send, Church Missionary at Abbeokuta, and from the 
Sierra Leone Advertiser, giving special instances of the 
injurious operation of the new scheme, and denouncing it 
as open slave-tradiDg. The memorial concluded by ex¬ 
pressing a hope that tbe government would adopt the 
promptest means of putting an end to a new traffic id I 
human beings, which, if not checked at once, was likely | 
soon to assume unlimitable proportions, with results as 
disastrous as any that have attended tbe prosecution of I 
the slave trade itself. 1

Colonel Blythe, the United States Consul General, having 
got an inkling of tbe above, and being properly deter¬ 
mined the United States Consulate shall not be rendered 
an assistant to the slave trade white he can prevent it, 
refuses to appoint a man ns the captain of the schooner 
who has been Dominated by the owners, and says he will 
appoint a person as her captain whom he knows will 
carry tbe vessel to a port in the United States, where the 
traders pretend they are desirous of having her go, and 
for which port they have attempted, through a broker, to 
clear her at tbe Consulate, but did not succeed. Thus 
the matter stands at preseo*. 

The exequatur granted by tho Spanish Government to 
Colonel Blythe, Consul General of the United States 
here, was stated to have been granted upon the same 
terms as the exequaturs granted to -the Consuls General 
of France and England ; but such proves not to be the 
case, at least as far a3 the exequatur of tbe latter is con¬ 
cerned, for be is declared British Consul General for the 
island of Cuba, whilst Colonel Blythe is only “ Consul- 
General for the Havana.” This may be a clerical error; 
let ns hope that it is so, and that upon a proper represen¬ 
tation to the Spanish Government the amende honourable 
will be made and the error corrected. If this be not 
done, surely, in a national point of view, it may be consi¬ 
dered a casus belli, and President Buchanan may have a 
chance of carrying out what is believed to be a favourite 
idea of kis, viz., the annexation of this island to the United 
Slates, by right of conquest, in a war occasioned by an 
insult offered during his Administration. 


Tbe Earl of Clarendon expressed the gratification it 
afforded him to receive so large and influential a deputa¬ 
tion, which he could see, from tbe list of names handed in, 
embraced delegates from all parte of the country, and 
might therefore be regarded as an evidence of the deep 
and general interest that was felt in the question which 1 
the memorial broaght under his notice. Such a deputo- 
tinr, waa very enconragiug to the Government, which, he 
scarcely observe, was in the possession of the fullest 
information on tbe subject of this “ Dew system ” of ob- 1 
taining labour—one he did not hesitate to designate as 
the slave trade, unmitigated and undisguised.
